The Board of Education submits the following report for the year 
ending March 1, 1897: 

Whole number of children between the ages of five and sixteen, 
as enumerated by the Board, April 1, 1896, 98; boys 50, girls 48. 

Whole number of scholars five years of age and upwards, who 
have attended school in town during the year, 96. 

The School Board feel that the schools without exception have 
been very successfully managed in the hands of able teachers, and 
have made excellent progress during the past year. 

The spring term at Crawley’s was badly broken up as regards at- 
tendance, owing to the raging of measles in the district, and was 
closed for one entire week on account of sickness of the teacher. 

The Board would earnestly request better co-operation of the 
parents in securing more regular attendance of the children in some 
instances, and think that if the parents would visit the schools 
oftener they would see the necessity of the children being present 
every session in order to secure the best results. 

The Board’ sincerely hopes that the parents will profit by these 
suggestions and be seen oftener in the school room, and thus en- 
courage teachers and scholars alike to better efforts.
